Further Revision 


Thirty Changes in 


Proposed Measure 


Acted on by Council 
Legal technicalities and further 
revisions Tuesday held up first 
reading of the revised land use 
ordinance, details of which have 
occupied city council, city plan­ 
ners and land úse engineers for 
the past few weeks. 
The measure was sent back to 
the Planning Commission with 
changes suggested by that body 
for their approval and ratifica­ 
tion and report back to city coun­ 
cil at the first meeting in August, 
next Wednesday. 
THIRTY changes in the orig­ 
inal draft which had been em­ 
bodied in a resolution voted by 
city council and sent to the plan­ 
ners for their study, were before 
council Tuesday with the com­ 
mission’s recommendations. 
These were read to council by 
Assistant City Manager Robert 
Peterson, acting in the absence of 
City Manager William E. Alworth, 
in Washington on city business, 
and acted upon separately by 
councilmen. 
IN EACH CASE, where the 
commission approved the council’s 
changes, these changes were 
placed in the ordinance. Where 
the planners disapproved, no ac­ 
tion was taken and the proposed 
changes died. 
. 
A new resolution, embodying 
the final changes was adopted by 
council and the measure then 
sent back to the Planning board. 
Upon advice of City Attorney 
Roy W. Colegate, council deferred 
first reading of the ordinance 
itself pending final commission 
perusal of the changes made. 
PRIOR to the adoption of the 
resolution containing the latest 
changes, council heard protests on 
the proposal to change lots in 
Warm Sands Park from R2 to Rl, 
single dwellings. Purchasers of 
lots in that area had bought them 
for income purposes, it was con­ 
tended 
by 
those 
protesting. 
Speaking from the audience were 
Guy L. Anderson, realtor, Charles 
LaRue, Benjamin Sirota, Mrs. 
Hattie Schwartz and Joe Hender­ 
son.A record vote was taken by 
council on the plan to change the 
zoning to Rl as recommended by 
planners. It resulted five to one 
to approve the change, Mayor C. 
A. Hyde and Councilmen Culver 
Nichols, Tom Keiley, Charles 
Farrell and E. F. Martell voting 
yes and Councilman Floyd Big- 
iey, no. Councilman Armand Tu- 
ronnet was absent. 
PLANNERS yesterday checked 
over the latest changes in the 
measure as contained in the Reso­ 
lution adopted Tuesday without 
a dissenting vote. Their action 
on the changes will be reported 
back to council, meeting in of-

Increase Laid 
To Lax Public 
J. Edgar Hoover, director of 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga­ 
tion, was a visitor in Palm 
Springs Tuesday, stopping at the 
Palm Springs Drug company for 
lunch en route to an unannounced 
destination on the desert. He was 
accompanied by Clyde Tolson of 
Los Angeles. 
In a brief interview with a 
Desert Sun newsman, he repeated 
his statement made earlier in the 
day to Los Angeles reporters. 
GANGSTERS, hoodlums and 
the criminal scum which accom­ 
panies them, are headed west, he 
said, and re-emphasized: 
‘‘They seem to krtow where 
they are welcome—they go where 
the citizens are not alert to their 
responsibilities of law enforce­ 
ment.”

The FBI chief said gangsterism 
is increasing at an alarming rate 
throughout the nation. 
ALARMING is the increase in 
sex crimes, he said. Newspapers 
should call attention of the public 
to these crimes and to the law 
enforcement agencies whose duty 
it is to curtail them. 
“Police can arrest offenders 
and accumulate evidence against 
them but laxness in parole and 
probation laws nullify their work. 
I’m 100 per cent for parole and 
probation when properly admin­ 
istered—for first time offenders, 
say, but I’m against the release 
of the repeated offenders.” 
PALM SPRINGS may gain 
Hoover as a permanent winter 
resident. He expressed a great 
interest in the Village and its re­ 
markable growth. He intimated he 
was considering buying a home 
here.

in Village This W eek 
Another phase of the war came 
to an end in Palm Springs yes­ 
terday. 
August 31 marked the end of 
federal housing for war workers 
and the last of nine establish­ 
ments went back to their original 
owners when the Swedish Inn, 
North Palm Canyon drive and the 
Clark apartments on South In­ 
dian, reverted to private control 
after doing service for the past 
few years as government war 
housing projects. 
Culver Nichols, realtor and city 
councilman, relinquished his job 
as war housing administrator for 
the Village at the same time. 
DURING THE HEIGHT of the 
housing administration's activities 
nine Village hotels and apart­ 
ments did war duty. They in­ 
cluded the Cahuilla hotel, now 
the Palm Springs Pueblo, the 
Desert Retreat, Murray apart­ 
ments and several others. 
They were leased by the gov­ 
ernment and rented to military 
personnel at Torney and the air 
base and to the large staff of 
civilian workers at both army 
installations here. They were 
crowded during the war. 
SINCE V-J DAY they have 
been going back to their original 
owners. Out of the nine there 
were three places left this sum­ 
mer, still leased by the govern­ 
ment for war workers, of which 
there were none left, and veter­ 
ans. Then came the order to liqui­ 
date the entire program by Au­ 
gust 31 and the tenants of the 
places were notified to seek new 
quarters. 
, 
And yesterday the Swedish Inn 
went back to Harriet Miller, 
owner, and the Clark apartments 
to Louis Moore. 
The war housing program was 
at an end.

Month is Report 
July, 1947, saw new construc­ 
tion valued at $787,600 started in 
Palm Springs and was the big­ 
gest month, as far as building 
operations go, since that record- 
breaking month of March, 1946, 
when Palm Springs ranked right 
up there with the largest cities 
on the coast—and even surpassed 
some metropolitan areas. 
Total building to date, covering 
the first seven months of 1947, 
was reported last night by P. M. 
Swart of the building depart­ 
ment as $2,990,400. 
IN THAT TOTAL, Swart said, 
306 permits were represented. For 
the first seven months of 1946, 
the total was $5,503,063 with 409 
permits issued. But that period 
included that March, 1946, total 
when Palm Springs was the third 
city in the southland and the 11th 
in the 11 western states in build­ 
ing operations. 
July’s 55 permits, valued at 
$787,600 compared with a total 
value of $303,190 for the same 
month in 1946. 
BUILDING operations 
here 
since April 1 have totalled $2,­ 
500,000 and indications are that 
the last five months of the year 
will be even more active. 
While he doesn’t expect 1947 
to equal the record set in 1946 it 
will come close, he predicted.

Some of the Arguments Over Torney Surplus 


Are Held Here— and Spread O ver Two Deserts 
That hearing in Washington, 
D. C., isn’t the only one where 
Torney surplus property is being 
aired. 
There’s another one going on 
which started right here on the 
Torney grounds and is spreading 
clear over on to the Mojave des­ 
ert in Los Angeles county. 
It involves a question of whose 
property is whose as two sets of 
movers hauled away buildings 
which formerly did duty during 
the war on Torney General Hos­ 
pital grounds. 
FIRST NOTICE appeared on 
the police blotter Monday night 
when Gus Ordway, custodian at 
the grounds, notified police that 
the M. & M. moving compány of 
Los Angeles was getting ready to 
leave the next morning at four 
o’clock with six buildings pur­ 
chased by Los Angeles county for 
use on a prison farm on the Mo­ 
jave desert. Joe Leonard, local 
mover who also has been moving 
former hospital buildings from 
Torney to new sites on the des­ 
ert, was seeking to stop the 
trucks until their contents could 
be checked. 
He believed that some of the 
material which belonged to his 
buildings was in the Los Angeles- 
bound trucks. 
RECOVERED from one of the 
trucks Tuesday morning was a 
large motor and two coolers. No 
arrests were made because no 
one seemed to know how the 
articles got into the buildings 
bought by the Los Angeles coun­ 
ty sheriff’s department, from 
where they had been stored in 


buildings Leonard was moving. 
Leonard later claimed that 
over $2,000 worth of materials 
has been found missing. 
A group of deputies from the 
Los Angeles sheriff’s office was 
at the scene prepared to escort 
the convoy of buildings across 
the mountain range to the Mojave 
and thence west to their new 
site in Los Angeles county. 
UNCOOPERATIVE was the 
way their attitude was summed 
up by Policeman Durman Ord­ 
way of the local force who in­ 
vestigated. 
Names of the eight drivers ac­ 
companying the convoy and their 
addresses, were obtained by local 
police, however, just in case. 
The buildings bought by Los 
Angeles county originally did duty 
in the psychopathic wards at the 
hospital here and it is under­ 
stood they are destined for the 
same purpose at the Los Angeles 
sheriff’s farm on the desert. 
THE LOCAL mover, Joe Leon­ 
ard, has been moving former 
Torney hospital barracks from 
the grounds to various spots in 
the desert—the new veterans’ 
housing project here, Cathedral 
City and Rancho Mirage.

Just a Hoodoo 
Over a Hundred 
Just a hoodoo over a hundred. 
That characterizes the weather 
here for the past few days. The 
maximum has taken a liking for 
the 113 level. It has been there 
several times in the past few 
days. And the nights haven’t been 
any too cool—the minimum has 
been 75 or better, mostly better, 
for the past week. 
Last year, July went out with 
comparable temperatures, 112­ 
113 máximums but the mínimums 
were dropping into the 60s. 


THE EIGHTIETH CONGRESS, which has just closed its 
first session, had a rather rough ride with the Republicans 
back in the saddle again and many “hot potatoes” to handle. 
In the first place, a completely new reorganization program 
that had been adopted by the 79th Congress in its dying 
moments had to be put into operation and administered. 
It took valuable time but the job had to be done—and it was 
well done. 
Once under way, Congress passed a law limiting the portal- 
to-portal pay suits that were running into boxcar figures. Other 
major legislation that followed included a constitutional amend­ 
ment limiting the President’s tenure of office to two terms, a law 
naming the Speaker of the House as first in line of succession af­ 
ter the Vice-President, a sugar decontrol bill that established a 
date for the elimination of all control over the commodity, author­ 
ized aid to Greece and Turkey and voted three and a half million 
dollars aid to other needy European countries. The most hotly- 
contested measure passed was, of course, the Taft-Hartley labor 
bill. We will be hearing about that one for a long time to come. 
Rent control and housing were other urgent problems that 
confronted Capitol Hill legislators. Feeling ran so high on both 
sides of the rent control issue that Congress passed a compromise 
measure. Also, hampering controls were taken off building ma­ 
terials and home building given the green light. 
Republicans managed to trim the budget some, but $29,332,­ 
481,637 still looked pretty big to Mr. Taxpayer. On top of that 
must be added five billion for servicing our national debt and no- 
telling-what for foreign relief. Thirty-five billion dollars roughly 
—which is certainly rough enough! 
Because it acted upon so many matters that effect the daily 
lives of almost all of us, this Eightieth Congress has already at­ 
tracted more public interest than usual. It’s a healthy sign. The 
greatest danger to democracy is apathy on the part of its citizens. 
If they keep informed—and in turn let their public officials know 
how they stand on important issues—we have nothing to fear.

cording to the A ll-Y ear Club, 
which today released the results 
of a survey into tourist spend 
ings, they drove a total of 550,­ 
000,000 miles. This does not in­ 
clude mileage of the trip from 
and back to their homes. 


"TO DO THIS, they bought a 
total of 44,000,000 gallons of gaso­ 
line in southern California,” ex­ 
plained Don Thomas, managing 
director of the com m unity tourist 
promotion organization. 
“This, in turn, was enough to 
keep over 600 of our service sta­ 


tions and 
all 
their employees 
profitably 
busy 
doing 
nothing 
else but fill up tourists’ gas tanks. 
“And the gasoline ta x from 
these tourist sales am ounted to 
$1,320,682, which is a sizeable tax 
load thus lifted from the shoul­ 
ders of local residents.” 


ALTOGETHER, Thomas said, 
the survey shows southern Cali­ 
fornia’s com m unity tourist busi­ 
ness is a very big business, in­ 
deed. 
“The 
$6,647,433 
which 
these 
visitors spent on their gasoline 
purchases was just a sm all slice 
of the money they brought into 
our economy here,” he explained. 
“They 
bought 
food, 
shelter, 
clothes, drugs, haircuts, gifts, and 
everything else it takes to live, 
for a grand total of $509,000,000 
of spending during the past year. 
The im pact of this half a billion 
dollars of ‘im ported’ m oney has 
had much to do w ith keeping our 
business level high.”
